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DAMASCUS COMMUNITY WANTS SENIOR CITIZENS CENTER 


Commission agrees to help on Byrd Mill Road rr

A large crowd of county residents 
greeted the Coffee County Commis- 
sion when it convened Monday 
morning. 

Actually, there were two groups, 
one composed of residents of Byrd 
Mill Road and the other was from 
the Damascus Community. 

Byrd Mill Road residents were 
once again seeking the commission’s 
help with their road, and the group 
from Damascus was asking the com- 
mission to sponsor a Senior Citizen 
Center in their community. 

Leading the Damascus group 
were members of the Damascus 
Homemakers Club, with several oth- 
ers residents in support. 

Speaking on behalf of the group 
was Mrs, Nellie English. She noted 
that the Homemakers Club was one 
of the oldest active groups in Coffee 
County. 

The commission was asked to 
support or sponsor the Senior Citi- 
zens Center in Damascus the same 
as they do in the New Hope Commu- 
nity. 

Mrs. English told commissioners 

that due to the location of Damascus, 
it was difficult for its senior resi- 
dents to participate in the activities 
of the centers located in New Brock- 
ton and Elba. 
__ The group suggested that the sen- 
ior citizens could utilized the voting 
house in Damascus as a meeting 
place. 

After a brief discussion, the com- 
missioners voted unanimously to 
support and/or sponsor the senior cit- 
izens’ center in Damascus, 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
suggested that the group meet with 
him and he could possibly assist 
them in acquiring funds for their 
center. 

Once again the residents of Byrd 
Mill Road approached the commis- 
sion concerning the condition of 
their road. 


Spokesman for the group, John 

Kuriger, told commissioners that the 
road was in a “dangerous condition 
at this time.” 
_ He reminded the commission that 
in addition to the residents there are 
several businesses - poultry houses 
and pig farm - located on the road. 

“The school bus refuses to travel 
the road,” Kuriger told commission- 
ers. 

Commissioner Brooks comment- 
i “It [the road] is a serious prob- 
em. 

_ Brooks noted that he had checked 
with the county engineer concerning 
the feasibility of obtaining industrial 
access funds to fix the road; howev- 
er, it is the responsibility of the town 
of New Brockton to make applica- 
tion for the funds, 

At this point, the question of 
whose responsibility it is to maintain 
the road arose and everyone attempt- 
ed to make their voice heard con- 
cerning the problems it. 

Brooks recommended that the at- 
torneys for the town and county 
meet in an attempt to solve the exist- 
ing problem between New Brockton 
and the county. 

Randy Lunsford noted, “We don’t 
need to wait until someone is injured 
before doing something about this 
problem.” 

During a break in the session, 
Kenneth Fuller, the county’s attor- 
ney, attempted to contact New 
Brockton’s attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
and set up a meeting; however Saw- 
yer was not available at the time. 

When the commission recon- 
vened, Commissioner Lawrence 
Creel made a motion that the county, 
upon a request from the the town 
and mayor of New Brockton, fix the 
road [Byrd Mill Road] without prej- 
udice to the pending disagreement. 

The commission voted unanimously 
for Creel’s motion. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, addressed the commission

Enhanced 911 (E-911) in Coffee

Why is it that certain groups in 
our society are trying to persuade 
the public that taking away our 
right to bear arms is in keeping 
with what our forefathers had in 
mind when they penned the Con- 
stitution?

The Alabama Sheriffs Associa- 
tion is fighting HB-596 tooth and 
nail. HB-596 is a bill 1 proposed in 
the Alabama House of Repre-

The rhetoric spouted by the sher- 
iffs’ private, self-interest group 
states that by doing away with gun 
permits our streets would no longer 
be safe for everyday citizens.

Science In Motion Visits

Mrs. Dena Byers from Science in 
Motion recently lectured to the Chem- 
istry class instructed by Mrs. Michelle 
McInnis. Science in Motion is a moving 
laboratory that brings expensive equip- 
ment to science labs for students to work 
with. 

The members of the class participated 
in a lab that analyzed compounds in gas- 
es, liquids, and solids by using an in- 
frared spectroscopy. An infrared spec- 
troscopy is used in forensics and 
factories. Factories use the machine to 
analyze the materials they make. 

The members of the class then par- 
ticipated in three other activities. Each 
group was assigned to test a gas, a solid, 
and a liquid. To test a gas the students 
blew up a balloon. To test a solid the 
students used an Aleve tablet. A pinch 


of the Aleve was added to sodium phos- 
phate. The mixture was crushed with a 
mortal and pestal until it was a fine pow- 
der. The mixture was then placed in be- 
tween two screws that were in a bolt. 
The screws were tightened with a pair of 
pliers. When the screws were undone it 
could be seen that the fine powder had 
transformed into a mirror in the middle 
of the bolt. It was then tested. Other stu- 
dents tested different liquids. The four 
liquids were acetic acid, acetophenone, 
N-propyl alcohol, and taluenee. Drops 
of the liquid was put on cards and then 
tested. When all of the gases, solids, 
and liquids were tested the infrared spec- 
troscopy printed out graphs that showed 
different peaks. The peaks represented 
the absorbance and transmittance of each 
of the gases, liquids, and solids.

Income Taxes

Completing income tax returns was 
the topic of study in the Co-Op classes 
instructed by Ms. Spears. The students 
learned how to correctly complete a W-4 
form which is a form used to tell an em- 
ployer how much tax to withhold from 
an employee's paycheck. The class also 
learned about W-2 forms. A W-2 form 
is a statement mailed by employers to 
employees at the end of the year. The 
W-2 form states how much money the 
employee earned and how much tax was 
withheld for the year. W-2 forms are 
used to complete tax returns. 

Ms. Spears began the income tax unit 
by teaching the 1040EZ form. This is 
the simplest tax form to complete. The 
1040EZ can be used by single or married 
people who have no dependents. Stu- 
dents were all given a 1040EZ booklet 
and sample W-2 forms. 

After learning about 1040EZ forms, 
the class studied Alabama state taxes. 
The Alabama tax form is one of the most 
complex forms is the country to com- 
plete. After careful study, the students 
fill out this form for themselves using 
sample W-2 forms created by Ms. 
Spears. Several students completed their 
forms and are expecting federal and state 
income tax refunds. 

Along with this unit, the students 
leaned about what programs receive the 
most and least tax dollars and that the 
only way to change what we disagree 
with is to vote.

Termites...a very 
serious problem 


We have all seen the cartoon 
where the termite buzzes down the 
house or wood structure in a matter 
of seconds. We all know that ter- 


mites do not work this fast, but they , 


are a very scrious problem here in 
the southeast part of the nation, 

The Subterranean termite, which 
inhabits Alabama, has some cousins 
that also inhabit every state and are 
the most destructive termites in this 
country, 

Most of the destruction that we 


see related to the termite occurs in- 


side of wood. It may be an old barn 
or shelter, or it could be a beautiful, 
brand new home, Whatever they in- 
habit, they are seldom seen in the 
worker form which is the damaging 
form. Most of the time people will 
find termites in one of three ways, 
They may sec the swarm of small 
winged insects which are the repro- 
ductive form of the termite, General- 
ly, these swarms are in the spring 
part of the year and they will be a 
large mass of black insects about !/s 
inch long with four small white 
wings all of equal length. 

Swarming does not necessarily 
mean that a building is infested, but 
it does indicate that a termite colony 
is somewhere in the vicinity, The 
worker forms are small, white, wing- 
less insects. This is the form that 
does the damage. 

Another way that people find 
them is when it is too late, and they 
will find them in two ways then, One 
is when they are already in some 
part of the house or they go under 
the house and see the earthen tubes 
they produce to go to and from the 
wood. 

Damage can occur to almost any- 
thing containing a wood type materi- 
al. They can infest rolls and piles of 
old paper, the binding in the back 
side of rugs, cotton cloth, books, 
even adobe wall material that has 
straw holding it together, dead roots 
in the ground, and just about any 
kind of timber found in almost any 
kind of building. 


Moisture is an essential part of 
the environment of Subterranean ter- 
mites, They do not like light, and 
they maintain a humid condition in 
the soil by making sure they stay in 
moist soil and travel to food sources 
through earthen tubes which they 
construct. 

There are four basic steps to con- 
trolling and preventing a termite in- 
festation, One is to remove all wood 
debris from under or around the 
house, Professionals can do some 
mechanical alterations on a house to 
prevent termite infestation, but the 
most common ways are to treat the 
soil and the foundation and wood un- 
der and associated with the founda- 
tion with a full strength pesticide. 

You cannot treat your own home 
properly for termites. It is quite an 
in-depth process that they go 
through to insure a home is properly 
treated. I cannot caution you enough 
as to how important it is for you to 
treat your home using a good, solid 
reputable company and have your 
home bonded and inspected each 
year. If you do not treat for anything 
else, make sure that you treat for this 
pest. 

It is extremely important to estab- 
lish clearly with the company treat- 
ing your home what they have done 
and what they are doing to make 
sure that you never have a termite 
problem. At the very least, when 
they treat, they should be using a full 
strength reputable chemical. One of 
the most common is Dursban TC, It 
is a safe chemical, but it will defi- 
nitely control termites. The other 
thing is to pin down the company 
handling. your contract as to what 
kind of inspection they will do for 
your home, You are paying for the 
service, and that is exactly what you 
need to get. If you are not getting it, 
then you need to change companies.

Methods of weed control 


by Stan Windham, County Agent 


There are several different meth- 
ods of weed control available. The 
application of only a single method 
of weed control usually results in 
only partial success. The most suc- 
cessful weed control is obtained by 
persons who utilize two or more 
methods of control. Some of the 
methods of weed control are dis- 
cussed below: ; 

Hand & Mechanical Control 

Hand and mechanical removal of 
weeds is the oldest method of weed 
control used by man. Hand pulling 
or hand hoeing even today is the saf- 
est, most effective and practical 
method of control. This method is 
most useful in small areas or in areas 
of mixed plantings of desirable 
plants where chemical spraying 
would be impractical. 

Mechanical control involves the 
use of tillers, mowers, or other 
equipment to remove existing weed 
problems. Tillers are useful in pre- 
paring a weed-free seedbed prior to 
planting as well as to remove small 
weeds emerging after planting. 
Mowing with mowers is an effective 
method of remove top growth of tall 
weeds and preventing annual weeds 
from maturing seeds, Frequent mow- 
ing can weaken personal weeds by 
reducing the stored food reserves in 
the rhizomes and/or roots. 
Mulching 

Mulching pravites many benefits 
in ornamental plantings and gardens 
in addition to weed control, Mulch- 
ing retains soil moisture, reduces soil 
temperatures, improves soil tilth, and 
suppresses w seed germination 
and weed establishment. Mulching 
materials available to the homeown- 
er include pine straw, leaves, pine 
bark, old newspapers, and black 
plastic sheets, These materials when 
used properly will shade the soil and 
reduce gas exchange. 

Sanitation ms 

Sound sanitation practices in- 
volve the use of weed-free seed, sod, 
soil, and plant material in the land- 


scape. No soil area in the landscape 
is completely devoid of weeds, but 
often times persons inadvertently in- 
troduce new weed problems by us- 
ing weed contaminated soil, seed, or 
sod. Contaminated mulching materi- 
als are also other possible sources of 
weed introduction, Examine all such 
materials before utilizing them. If 
weeds, weed seed, or propagules are 
present, consider using another ma- 
terial. Weeds are a lot easier to con- 
trol before they are introduced than 
after they are established in the land- 
scape. 
Rotation 

This method of weed control is 


especially appropriate in vegetable - 


gardens and other similar situations 
where annual plants are usually 
planted. Rotation or alternation of 
different annual plants aids not only 
in weed control but also in disease, 
nematode, and insect control. By ro- 
tating tall plants for short ones, the 
tall plants can compete or shade our 
smaller weeds, By rotating certain 
herbicide tolerant vegetable crops 
into a weed infested area, individuals 
can use different and perhaps more 
effective herbicides to control a par- 
ticular weed problem, 

Chemical Weed Killers 
(Herbicides) 

Chemicals used to control weeds 
are called herbicides. It is very im- 
portant to use these chemicals prop- 
erly. Misapplication of herbicides 
can cause them to fail to control 
weeds, cause desirable plant injury, 
and even be dangerous in some situ- 
ations, Herbicides labeled and rec- 
ommended for use on turfgrass have 
been thoroughly tested before they 
are approved for use, Generally, 
these herbicides are safer than a dose 
of aspirin (on an active ingredient 
basis),

grease. Choose pizza without sau-

If you must have mayonnaise or 
butter on a sandwich, spread a little 
around the edges, This tricks the 
tongue and leaves you feeling satis-

Choose lean cuts of meat that 
aren't marbled with fat, Trim all visi- 
ble fat from meat and poultry before 
cooking, 

Remove the skin from chicken, 
Choose light meat chicken or turkey 
over dark meat.

Try looking at the bedroom and 
bathroom from an older person's 
point of view. Are a lamp and tele- 
phone within easy reach of the bed? 
Are there scatter rugs which could 
cause a fall? Are grab bars near the 
sink, toilet, and bath? Would an ele- 
vated toilet seat make it more com- 
fortable to sit down and get up? 
Would a non-skid plastic chair make 
showering easier? 

Remove excess furniture to allow 
more navigation space in living are- 
as, Make sure carpet is tacked down 
properly, Don’t allow electric cords 
to run across carpeting. 

An interior light in a closet which 
turns on automatically can also help. 
Don't have so many clothes that it 
makes selecting an outfit hard, Or- 
ganize accessories, 

Controls on kitchen appliances 
need to be easy to operate, For 
wheelchair users, a low counter in 
the kitchen makes meal preparation 
easier, Put staples and essential 
utensils in easy-to-reach drawers. 

For those with hearing and vision 
loss, install non-glare lighting 
throughout the house, add amplifiers 
to telephone receivers and doorbells, 
buy a whistling teakettle and use a 
large, easy-to-read calendar. 

e sure there's plenty of outdoor 
lighting along walkways and at 
doors. Are steps safe? You may 
want to add rubber treads. Automat- 
ic garage doors can also be a help. 

Handy gadgets make tasks easier. 
A bath lift can case a person in and 
out of the water; a dressing stick can 
pull up underwear, socks, and pants; 
stretch shoelaces let shoes slip on 
and off; key holders with contoured 
handles add leverage for week

Safety on horseback 
is important 


consideration

Actor Christopher Reeve is just 
one of the many Americans who was 
injured while riding this year. Some 
injuries won’t be as severe as those 
suffered by Reeve, and others may 
be worse, Hundreds of people are in- 
jured yearly in horse accidents. Most 
will happen during leisure riding or 
when handling horses from the 
ground. 

Riders should wear appropriate 
safety clothing including long pants, 
boots with a heel, and a properly fit- 
ted riding helmet. Helmets are rec- 
ommended because they offer the 
best head protection if a rider is 
thrown. It can mean the difference 
between and injury and death. 

Head injuries are associated with 
more than 60% of equestrian related 
deaths, and proper helmet use has 
been shown effective in preventing 
head injuries. 

People should ride with a partner 
or let someone know the planned 
route and the return time. 

People shouldn't ride double. The 
second rider is susceptible to falls 
because they have nothing to hold 
onto except the first rider. Toddlers 
and young children are particularly 
vulnerable because their small size 
prevents them from getting a grip on 
the horse with their legs, and a 
mounted adult could easily land on 
them during a fall. 

Properly fitted tack that is in good 
condition is vital to safe riding. Rid- 
ers should inspect their tack thor- 
oughly, checking for broken stitch- 
ing, cracking or rotting leather or 
worn spots where metal touches the 
leather and making repairs when 
they discover problems. 

It’s important the tack fit both the 
horse and the rider. Injuries can oc- 
cur when a rider is in a saddle either 
too small or too large because of de- 
creased security due to the poor fit. 

When working around horses, ap- 
proach them from the shoulder so 
they can see you coming. Also speak 
to them because the horse may be 
dozing. As you move from one side 
of a horse to the other, move out of 
kicking range, about 10 feet. If you 
walk behind the horse, put your hand 
on the rump and walk as close to the 
horse as possible. Keeping your 
hand on the horse lets the animal 
know where you are, Walking close 
to the horse protects you from the 
full force of the horse’s kick. 

Don’t stand between two horses, 
Horses interact with each other and 
may bite or kick cach other even 
though you are between them,

Better 
Business Bureaus (BBBs) have an- 
swered many calls from consumers 
complaining about these ads and 
their claims, BBB’s have found that 
ads offering hundreds of dollars for 
a few hours of work at home are of- 
ten lures by the advertisers to sell in- 
formation on how you can place 
similar ads and start your own 
scheme, 

For example, you may send away 
for envelope stuffing or mailing la- 
bel materials and end up getting pro- 
motional material asking you for 
more money to purchase details on 
other money-making plans, 

To save yourself money, avoid 
work-at-home opportunities that of- 
fer no regular salaried employment, 
promise hefty profits, claim no ea 
perience is necessary and require 
money for instructions or merchan- 
dise before telling you how the plan 
operaics, 


Proper disposal 


of hazardous 


waste crucial around he home

A household hazardous waste is 
any material discarded from the 
home that may, becauce of its chemi- 
cal nature, pose a threat to human 
health or the environment when han- 
died improperly, These wastes can 
be solids, liquids or gases and differ 
from other household wastes in that 
they are toxic, corrosive, caustic, 
flammable, reactive, or explosive. 

When disposed of inappropriate- 
ly, these products can _ pollute 
groundwater or air, Inappropriate 
disposal methods include pouring 
them into septic tanks, spreading 
them on the ground, washing them 
down storm drains, pouring them 
into sanitary sewers, and discarding 
them in trash that goes to landfills or 
incinerators. 

Chemicals that are hazardous to 


use must be labeled with their haz- + 


ardous properties. Some of those 
properties are: 

*Flammable or ignitable, such as 
solvents made from petroleum distil- 
lates. 

*Corrosives, such as acids and 
bases. 

*Reactives or explosives, such as 
pressurized containers, 

*Toxic or poisonous, including 
those products that are suspected 
carcinogens. 

Products are required by law to 
meet specific label requirements. 
The consumer should look for signal 
words on the label to alert the user of 
potential hazards. 

*Caution, Warning and Danger 
indicate whether the hazard level is 
mild (Caution or Warning) or ex- 
treme (Danger), 

*Poison or Toxic must be includ- 
ed on the label of highly toxic sub- 
stances, 


*Flammable means the product 
is combustible, 

*Corrosive means the product 
can burn or corrode other materials, 

*Explosive means the product 
can explode or react with other 
chemicals, 

Other information that must be 
included on the labels of household 
chemicals containing hazards us sub- 
stances include: 

*The common and/or chemical 
name, 

*The name and address of the 
manufacturer, distributor, packer or 
seller. 

*A description of the hazards in- 
volved in using the product such as 
“irritant to the eyes or skin,” “vapor 
harmful,” “flammable,” “corrosive” 
or “absorbed through skin.” 

*Precautions of what should be 
done to avoid the hazard. 

*Instructions for safe handling 
and storage. 

*First Aid instructions, when 
necessary and appropriate. 

*The statement “Keep Out of 
Reach of Children.” 

The best way to dispose of 
household chemicals is not to dis- 
pose of them, but to use them up. If 
you can’t use them, give them to a 
friend, neighbor, or organization 
that might use them. 

Leave the products in their origi- 
nal containers with the correct la- 
bels. If no one can use them, store 
them safely while learning the best 
method of disposal. Some products 
must be saved and taken to a site 
where hazardous wastes are collect- 
ed. Take the time to make the right 
decision. 


How to strengthen parent- 
teen relationships 


It is a common belief in our socie- 
ty that, when childr2n become ado- 
lescents, parents and teens have a 
hard time getting along. The good 
news is, however, that most teens 
continue to have warm, close rela- 
tionships with their parents. Adoles- 
cence is a time when young people 
are trying to become more indepen- 
dent. They are likely to reject par- 
ents’ advice at times, because they 
want to make more of the decisions 
about their own activities and ap- 
pearance. Parents sometimes mistake 
these attempts at independence as re- 
belliousness. 

Although there may be more con- 
flict between parents and children at 
this time, parents need to remember 
that their teens still need and rely on 
them. Teens still need limits set for 
their behavior. They need opportuni- 
ties to practice making decisions in 
low-risk situations, such as spending 
allowance money. And they need to 
be shown that parents care about 
them, Here are some suggestions for 
parents to help bring them closer to 
their teens: 

Spend time together. Don’t con- 
fuse your teen’s increasing interest 
in friends with a lack of interest in 
you. Most teens want to spend time 
with their parents, Take time to turn 
off the television and talk, or go on 
an outing together. Spending time to- 
gether will give your teen a chance 
to let you know who she or he is, 

Talk about your teen’s interests 
and concerns, Make a point of put- 
ting other issues aside for a few min- 
utes, and really listen when your 
teen is talking with you.
